NEVER KNOWN TO FAIL 
Tarrant’s Extracts of Cu- 
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Arp's Sympathy for Cyrus W. Field in 
His Affliction. 


A FATHER WRECKED BY A WAYWARD SON. 


A History ofthe Field Family—Withouta 
Parallel in This Country—Their 
Usefulness to the Country. 


I know that a thousand hearts are beating 
in sympathy for Cyrus W. Field. It is so sad 
to see the last hours of a grand old inan 
clouded with grief over the wreck of a way- 
ward son. Right now, in the midst of the 
Christmas season, when everybody wishes to 
be happy, there are thousands who are suffer- 
Ing sorrow and make nosign. We grieve for 
them all, but somehow it comes with a keener 
pang for the old man whose life has been such 
a model, whose great works have been such a 
blessing to mankind and whose illustrious 
kindred have shed honor and renown upon the 
family name. My friend, Dr. Powell, would 
say that no law of heredity had been violated 
in this defection of the son, but that his 6n- 
vironments have been bad—so bad that hered- 
ity was smothered. Noxious weeds grew up 
and blighted the corn. Theold man was so 
absorbed in working for mankind that he 
dident observe the weeds and failed to cut 
them down. 

How many noble spirits have been 
poisoned and wrecked in the same way— 
wrecked by environment, by bad assiciations, 
by barrooms and billiard tables and theaters, 
while their fathers are absorbed in doing some 
great thing orelse in making money—more 
money, and neglecting the moral training of 
their children. I know wealthy men in At- 
lanta whose sons are slowly and surely wreck- 
ing the family name and will sooner or later 
bring down the gray hairs of their parents with 
sorrow tothe grave. The great men of the 
nation are more liable to this sorrow than any 
other class. It looks like a man can’t be great 
and at the same time do a father’s duty by his 
children. He hasent got the time to devote to 


hem. 

But this notable family seemed to be an ex- 
ception tothe rule. They were so moral, so 
well balanced, so learned, so noble in conduct, 
so perfect in example that it comes like a 
shock, a surprise when one of them falls. One 
hundred and ten years ago the old ancestor, 
David Dudley Field, was born, and lived a 
long and industrious life.. He died in 1867 full 
of honors and blessed with sons and daughters 
who were always a comfort to him and an 
honor to humanity. Theold man sprang from 
revolutionary stock—good old rebel stock— 
and had he lived in our day, and our section, 
and our environment, he and his boys would 
have been in the front rank of secession. 
Environment made men rebels justas it did 
in the days of the revolution. 

David Dudley Field, Jr., is now eighty-six 
years old and stands erect and kingly, fuil six 
and ahalf fest high. He was for forty years 
regarded as the first lawyer of the nation—a 
great, broad-minded lawyer, who wanted law 
reformed, and to that end he labored, and 
wrote, and spoke until twenty-four of the 
states adopted his reformed civil code and 
eighteen adopted his criminal code, and then 
he launched out for greater things, and framed 
a code for the civilized nations, by which 
war was to be avoided, and peace and justice 
be preserved. A chancellor of England said 
of him that he haddone more for law reforms 
than any other man living or dead. Added 
to all this he is a democrat, and advocated the 
seating of Tilden instead of Hayes. 

Next comes Stephen J. Field, known as 
the jurist. Heis now seventy-six years old. 
In early manhood he cast his fortunes with 
California, being first placed on the circuit 
bench and then on the supreme bench, and 
Jater, on the bench of the federal court. He 
was chosen on the electoral commission that 
seated Hayes in the presidential chair, but he 
voted with the democratic minority. He 
annulled the validity of the ironclad oath that 
was passed to humiliate the south, and wrote 
a dissenting opinion in the confiscation cases. 
In 1880 he secured 65 votes in the nomination 
for president by the democratic convention. 
He was always on the side of the oppressed. 

Cyrus W. Field chose merchandise as his 
calling, and when fifteen years of age ob- 
tained a situation as clerk with A. T. Stewart, 
the merchant prince. In a few years he began 
the manufacture of paper and became the 


head of a large and _  ~prosperous _busi- 
mess. In 1853 he conceived the idea 
of laying a telegraphic cable across 


the Atlantic ocean. He enlisted Peter 
Cooper and Moses Taylor anda few others in 
the enterprise, and for thirteen years never 
lagged nor faltered in his faith. It was his 
rapturous enthusiasm that kept the project 
from being abandoned by his associates. He 


crossed the Atlantic forty-four times, and de- 


voted his own fortune to it. In1855 a cable 
was laid and a few messages sent, butit soon 
ceased to work. The civil war began and 
nothing more was done until 1865, when an- 
other cable was laid by thejGreat Eastern, but 
it:was brokenin the bottom of the sea when 
1,200 miles had been laid. Not disheartened, he 
tried again in 1866 and was successful. His 
life’s great work was accomplished, and he re- 
ceived tne gratitude and admiration of all 
nations. He has in the lastfew years been en- 
eee ina project to laya cable across the 

acific ocean by way of the Sandwich islands, 
and thus belt the world with an electric 
chain. What a wonderful man—what a 
wonderful life he has lived! In 1876 he con- 
ceived and projected the system of elevated 
railways in the city of New York, and staked 
the bulk of his fortune upon their success. 
He was always a pioneer—an originator, but 
there were greedy cormorants around watching 
and waiting. They built another system and 
ee and plotted to break his down or buy 
t. Secretly they crowded and depressed his 
stock down to the lowest point and then 
bought all but his and consolidated it with 
the Manhattan and ruled him out, and in 


many waysdrove himto the wall. Itisstated 
that Jay Gould made two millions out 
of him in one year and (then. the 


old man went to him and said: ‘“*Mr. Gould, I 
am old and tired. You have already got the 
balk of my fortune, and I thought that I 
would come and beg you tostop and let me 
keep what little there is left.’”” And Gould 
stopped. Hecould not refuse while standing 
in the presence of the grand oid man. That 
little was loaned to the bov he Joved, not 
wissly, but too well. And now it is all gone 
and the dying man is penniless and heart- 
broken. Oh, the pity of it. 
And last and youngest of the brothers comes 
Dr. Henry M. Field, the man of God, the 
ifted editor of The New York Evangelist. I 
ave been taking that paper for years and 
never found a line in it that wounded my 
southern feelings. It is always able, conserva- 
tive and interesting, Dr. Field has visited 
the south, and his paper has defended us and 
lead for us with his northern brethren. He 
8 the friend of all humankind. He was Henry 
Grady’s friend and I have before me now a 
letter written to me from New York, in which 
the writer says: 
“Not long ago I called on!Dr. Henry Field, a

They live just above 
the earth and breathe an atmosphere that is 
higher and purer than prejudice or revenge. 
There are many families as good, but none 80 
great and good,

such a family once in a awhile—and 
todraw thecontrast between true greatness and 
the small magnitude of the multitude who are 
on Nv greag in making money or insecuring fame 
and ottice by artful practices and questionable 
methods. There are but few at men now, 
and not many are coming on. nvironment is 
getting the upper “os. } But the common 
people wiil be as they have ever been, the 
safety of the republic. The humble people 
who toil inthe shopsand on the farms for 
their living. In war they fight our battles, 
and in peace they preserve our morals. God 
bless them ali and give them a happy Christ- 
mas in their hnmble homes. 

Friends—readers of THE CONSTITUTION, this 
is my last letter to you. For many years I 
have made you a weekly visit, and have tried 
to cheer the fireside and give good counsel to 
the children, and comfort to the parents. It 
grieves me to say goodby, but my time is out, 
and I must give place to worthier pens. My 
occupation is gone, and henceforth I must seek 
some othef whereby to provide for the few 
years that are tocome. Thanks for your kind 
consideration. Thanks for the many letters 
that have given me comfori and enjoyment.

Professor Snow 
saw it, and its spirit of tenderness and beauty 
touched him in a peculiar way, almost at once, 
and without an effort the song caught the 
words, or the words caught the song, and they 
two became one, and ‘Spirit Eyes,” the 
tender, touching tribute to the memory of a 
dead daughter, that had sprung like inspira- 
tion from the heart of the poet, was wedded to 
the melody that had floated out from the soul 
of the singer and sought its companion in the 
soft, silent watches of the night, and the two 
were blended into one.

Apart from the question of His divinity, 
about which theologians differ, Jesus is the 
greatest personal force in history, and it is 
meritable that His birthday should be ob- 
served as one of the memorable anniversaries 
of the human race. Some of the early churches 
celebrated the festival in January; others in 
April and May, and the final selection of De- 
cember 25th appears to have beena conces- 
sion to the pagans ofthe north, who com- 
meimorated their deities at this period of the 
year. Obviously the present date is not authen- 
tic; but this is immaterial, as itis the event 
and not the day which is important—the testa- 
mentand not the almanac. 

All the natural suggestions of the time are 
solemn, mysterious and spiritual; the incarna- 
tion of God; the purpose; its results: the cul- 
mination of the stupendous tragedy; the resur- 
rection; the return to the skies! The contem- 
plation of such themes and incidents would 
not ordinarily be productive of mirth and hil- 
arity, nor the recurrence of their anniversary 
the occasion for carousai and revelry. 

It is a curious illustration of the disposition 
to relapse, the irresistible gravitation of hu- 
man nature, that this sacred festival has de- 
generated into a holiday which has no more 
sanctity tothe majority of those by whom it 
is observed than the Fourthfof July.

Zo give voluntarily is one of the joys 

of jiving; and of the virtues, the greatest is 
charity. A gift from the heart of the giver 
is priceless, but gifts under the duress and 
extortion of usage lose their sentiment and 
become the grossest merchandise. The in- 
discriminate tribute levied in this season of 
peace on earth and good will to men, hardly 
to be resisted except by the forteiture of self. 
respect, has assumed ‘ly, Peo gro that make 
the day, which should be the happiest of the 
year, a burden anticipated with apprehension 
and dismissed with relief. 
‘ Perhaps under the incentive of similar 
abuses, the Paritans abolished Christmas by 
statute and made the holly and the ivy badges 
of sedition. The Emperor Diocletion went 
furthcr even than our forefathers in the ex- 
pression of his disapproval of the customs of 
an earlier day. Happening to be holding his 
court at Nicomedia, he was informed that a 
select company of Christians had gathered 
there to solemnize the nativity of Christ, 
whereupon he ordered the doors of the church 
to be closed and guarded, set fire to the edifice 
and the entire congregation were burned to 
death.

Novelty will not remain, of course, but one 
must not choose the novelto begin with. 
There is nothing that will save one’s pocket- 
book like a little knowledge of the laws of 
taste. 

Shall It Be French or English China? 

In makes of medium priced China the popn- 
lar choice lies between Frenchand English 
wares. By ‘‘medium priced’? I mean a set 
in the neighborhood of one hundred dollars. 
Both these makes have their elaims, and each 
has its special virtues. The English is robust 
and subsiantial; the French delicate and fra-

zile. It wou!d seem as though each expresses 
the temperament of its makers, and it is not 
uninteresting to note that, according to the 
merchants, the one which appeais most 
strongly to the taste of Americans is the 
French. The cost of the English is great- 
er but it is said to far outwear the French; on 
the other hand if the English does not easily 
nick, it turns black along the fracture when it 
does, While the French, though chipping on 
little provocation, retains along the raw edge 
its virgin whiteness in a charming neglige. 
The characteristic of the French, even of the 
cheaper sets, is light elegance, which makes it 
especially suited to forinal occasions, when 
one’s best is in demand. Also, by French 
acumen, they are made to carry the impression 
of greater costiiness than is in them. 
White and Gold the Present Fashion. 


The fashionable dishes today are white and 
gold, orivory and gold. This combination is 
staple; it is chaste and refined, and there is 
no risk. run in buying it. The orna- 
mentation is of embossed borders covered and 
elaborated with gold patterns, producing an 
exceedingly rich and jeweled effect. A 
beautiful set of French make, of ivory and 

old, of 154 pieces, with roccoco border, can be 

ught for $90. 

As tochanges in the forms of individual 
pieces, it is to be noticed the tureens and veg- 
etable dishes are not, as formerly, all of the 
same contour in the same set, but that there is 
avarietyinthem. The tureen and two of the 
vegetable dishes will perhaps bo oval, and the 
remaining two vegetable dishes round, or else

They are found in butter plates, platters or 
other dishes. Itisa vicious fancy and right 
here is a plan to exercise the judgment of 
taste which is to keep your dishes in fashion. 

Don't Buy Square Forms, 

Do not buy the square forms. Notonly are 
Straight lines less beautiful than curves; not 
only is the interior of.a square dish less 
adapted to an easy yielding up of its contents, 
but the quality of china, being a paste, is such 
that angles in it are an incongruity. ‘The ovai 
forms are subtle and beautiful. They can’t 
be a novelty, but they are a joy forever, 
which is much better. 

The oval shapes may be supplemented by 
circularones.

as the oval but it is not inconsistent with the 
quality of china, and it has utility. 

The gravy dish of recent sets is a diminutive 
turecn. Flat stands are under the soup tureen 
of English ware, but are commonly omitted 
from the French. All new plates have a 
waved outline of alternating curves, instead of 
an unbroken circumference. The teapot, sugar 
bow! and cream pitcher are not in the set as 
they used to be; handles on French dishes are

Colored china is used, but with more dis- 
cretion than formerly. The craze for natural- 
istic patterns, which was at its height when 
Mrs. Hayes had the famous set painted for the 
white house, is happily of the past. We no 
longer pick at our meat from off a bouquet of 
flowers, where it bears company with butter- 
flies and other insects as natural as life. In 
the conventional fish course alone this vulgar 
fad remains. 

Among English coiored ware is much that 
is charming. One of the most acceptable de- 
signs isa blue hawthorn border, treated flatly 
and with great taste. Blue and white always 
holds its own. Such a set costs $100,

It would 
also be full of consolation to those 
timid persons who aro always afraid of 
eating disease and drinking contagion. 
And, meanwhile, the good intent of the 
oyster may be assumed, on such an eminent 
authority as The New York Medical Record, 
which states that in this country the oyster 
beds are not found in the neighborhood of 
large towns where they would be contaminated 
by the sewerage. ‘Moreover,’ says The Med- 
ical Record, ‘‘typhoid fever begins to lessen in 
amount as the oyster season sets in.”’

Cut fine white crin- 
oline the exact size of the suede, 
and bastethe two nearly together. Line the 
suede with dark-gray velvet for a space of five 
inches each side of the central line so that 
the velvet shall cover ten inchesin ail. Line 
the two end pieces,each of which should 
measure eleven inches, with gray India silk in 
such a manner astoleave the ends seamed. 
Hem the edges of the silk nearly to the velvet, 
and the folio will be ready tofoid. Turn each 
end over on tothe silk lining at the depth 
of five and one-half inches sO 
that the edges shall meet the velvet center. 
Over-hand the ends of the pockets neatly and 
firmly together, fold the whole in the center, 
and carefully press the creases with a warm 
iron, when the dainty and attractive trifle 
will be complete. 

The portfolio will be found as serviceable as 
itis attractive, and, if the directions be care- 
fully carried out, success must surely follow. 
Absolutely no technical skill is required, only 
neatness and precision, and the woman who 
gives heed to detail neel have no fear as to 
the result.

All through the history of humanity, a need 
calls forth a supply. 
ing or demand has, through all ages, brought 
forth its cure, its reply. Sometimes we do not 
see the cure as quick as we might, but ii is a& 
ways waiting, always ready when our need is 
great enough to drive us to it. 

What, then, is the response here to the hun- 
dreds of drawn, tired faces; the hundreds of 
strained, tired voices; the hundreds of broken- 
down women who, instead of ripening into ‘a 
vigorous old age, wither and droop into differ- 
ent stages of incapacity and suffering? 

The answer is here: 

Learn bodily economy. 

Spare your forces as you spare your money. 

Watch your bank account of muscular and 
nervous strength. 

Let us see how this is tobedone. Each 
household may be said to consist of four de- 
partments—tfirst, and most trying, is the ser- 
vant or governmentai; second, the sanitary;

third, the culinary: and, fourth, the aesthetic, 
which covers all decorative conditions, refresh- 
ing of ornaments, rearrangements, etc., and is 
equally important with the others in the forma- 
tion of a restful home. 

We suggest this way of laying out the work 

done by every home-maker because system 
(not routine) isin itself refreshing. Itisa 
restful thought that, looked at in a compre- 
hensive way, ourround of daily drudgery has 
this possible dignity. It also helps us toindi- 
vidualize our duties and see whence comes the 
friction which is the cause of our wear and 
tear. 
To reign nobly and successfully over these 
departments, even in a cottage, housekeepers 
needafew simple acquirements of body and 
mind; need to have them become habits; 
habits so deeply woven into her existence, that 
the possessor is unconscious of their presence, 
but habits of whose absence she would be ex- 
quisitely conscious. 

First: Breathe slowly, breathe deeply, 
breathe quietly, breathe pure air. 

There is no rooin more easy to ventilate than 
a well-planned kitchen, for its heat is sufficient 
to permit the constant entrance of cold air. 
Manv a morning’s preserving or baking may 
be metamorphosed from a mere tirihy, 
fatiguing task into healthful exercise if these 
points aro attended to. 

Many a sink-full of heavy dishes have been 
washed with as good results as gymnasium 
practice, if pure air is well breathed mean- 
while (which is a Strong point against unven- 
tilated butler’s closets). 

Second: Stand well, not on the heols, not on 
the toes, but fiaton the balls of the feet, the 
body poised slightly forward, the chest well 
raised and air-filled. 

Orders given to servants or tradesmen, from 
such a poise, will doubly impress themselves, 
and bring doubly fine results. 

When you stand in this way yon rest part of 
your body, even though the standing muscles 
are fatigued. 

Above all, when you rest, rest! If you have 
a few moments to sit or lie, do nothing else in 
that few minutes, 

Allow your chair or couch to receive the 
whole of your weight, and give your thougbt 
only to your own weight. In this way you 
will double the amount of rest you get from 
five to ten minutes’ freedom from work or 
care. 

Do not, while sitting or lying, allow your 
mind to plan what work you will do next, how 
you will do it, how soon you will besufticiently 
rested to get up, but simply rest and grow 
heavy. Let yourimagination help, and “‘play,”’ 
like a child, that you are a mountain or some- 
thing else which occurs to you. 

The greatest rest comes from freedom of 
mind. Wecan keep our minds free if we will 
but learn now. Let them take up one thing 
at a time, and be content. 

Nothing is more sure to be slow poison to the 
systems of American women, with their con- 
sciences and their nerves, thanthe game of 
‘laps and slams.”” When you siir cake, do 
nothing else; when you bake it, rest if you 
need it. Do not stand around wasting good 
muscle and nerve ‘‘waiting.”’ 

Plan your work in your brain; then let your 
brain rest, and it will be again ready for work 
when your body is tired andits work done. 

Cultivated women do not work with the 
same good results, physically, as peasant 
women, for the latter work with their minds 
free from all thoughts but of their work, 
while the former work wishing often that 
they were anywhere but where they are; or 
if not this, still their minds are working in 
many different lines of thought. 

When you find you are not taking things 
one at a time and simply, and therefore 
there is confusion and fatigue, stop short! 
Take ten minutes’ rest, lie down with 
thought of your weight only, and 
you will be astonished at the results. 
Everything will clear and you will start fresh 
as if after a good sleep. The day that is the 
most full of pressing care is the day when you 
cannot afford to take at least one such rest. 

To prevent this confusion, cut off each duty 
from its successor; begin anew with each task 
and get ina deep, slow breath before each 
change of work. 

These are the simplest directions, but if 
followed they will surely projong the lives of 
all our faithful housekeepers, and a set of 
fresher-faced oid ladies will grandmother the 
next generation.

Choose some good book and some subject that 
attracts you, and let it be by an author whose 
literary reputation is well established. Read 
it slowly and carefully, looking up every word 
of whose meaning you are ignorant or even 
doubtful, and following up every reference 
that you do not understand, whether it be to 
an author, a book, a fact of history, or a fancy 
or fiction. Some of these references may lead 

you fara-field, but never mind, if you are only 
interested so much the better. Look upon your 
book not asa tyrant or a taskmaster but asa 
friendiy guide who, if you will only question 
him will point out to you many pleasant ways 
that lead through the land of knowledge.

She Tells How Pancakes Should Be 
Spelled and Baked, 


WHAT THE IMPORTANCE OF AIR 


Is in Cookery and Food—What to Do with 
Bread Crumbs, and How to Make 
Swedish Sweet Bread. 


SPELL the word witha 

k not on account of early 

deficiency of education, 

or of yearnings after spell- 

ing reform, but simply 

because spolled with a k 

it has a foreign and savory and luscious sound 

befitting the dainty that a pankakeinits best 
estate certainly is. 

The best pankakes that have ever appealed 
to me were—and are—made of simple and in- 
expensive ingredients. Ididnot invent the 
recipe; I wish that I had. It was,tothe best 
of my knowledge, invented hy one of the best 
professional cooks that I have ever met in any 
country—Miss Mathilde Petersen. It is only 
fair to see in the beginning that the table of 
ingredients in this beautiful recipe is the 
smallest part of it. I have seenit tried by a 
cook of good capacity, and the results have 
been no more like the snowy, puffy, golden 
crisp pankakes sent on a hot plate to the table 
by Miss Petersen than a scarecrow is like the 
Apollo Belvidere! 

More, I have gone out to the kitchen where 
this same cook was beaming over her luke- 
warin griddle, taken the same batter, whisked 
it a moment and sent in from the hot grid- 
iron cakes that,as the darkies say, *‘under- 
stood themselves.’’ There is no greater mis- 
take than to suppose that an exact measuring 
of ingredients will compel success; success is 
much too bashful for that. The only invita- 
tion that it will answer is the invitation com- 
bined of patience and brains. 

Flour varies, eggs vary, baking powder 
varies; the scales are better than the measure, 
but the only sure discourager of hesitancy is 
the eye. When the cook is able to recognize 
the look of any dishinits various stages to 
success, that cook has mastered the great

secret of the art. Any one who never get to 
that stage may become a tolerable cook, but 
never an artist. Butitis muéh easier to train 
the cooking eve than the believers in exact rec- 
ipes willsuppose. But this is a digression, 
the object of which is to insist on the need of 
following all the directions in this recipe as 
strictly as the table of ingredient«. 

Here itis: Take one pintof flour, sifted. 
Unsifted flour has a greater bulk than sifted 
flour. Measure after sifting, Two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, sifted into the flour, 
three siftings, is nonejtoo many. Most people 
do not sift their baking powder enongh, hence 
streaks and ragged holes; baking powder is 
expected todo more than the Christian re- 
ligion and elevate where it is not received. 

Milk enough to wet the flour to a stiff 
batter. Some flour takes more, some less 
milk; therefore I cannot conscientiously say a 
cup of milk, although acup will be near it. 
The eye must be the judge. Ifyou con drop 
a spoonful of the batter into the bowl con- 
taining the batter, and it lies on the surface 
inasmooth heap and only gradually sinks, 
you have the right consistency; if it lies in a 
heap but has stiff ragged edges, you need more 
wetting. Spongecake batter has about the 
right stiffness. You must beat the 
milk into the flour, not the flour into the 
milk! This is important. Happy homes 
have been endangered ere now by misguided 
young wives attempting to dabble flour into 
fluid instead of finid into flour. It is almost 
impossible to avoid a Jumpy,/uneven mass in 
the case of puiting flour into liquid, while 
liquid slowly and smoothly dilutes flour. Half 
teaspoonful salt is now added, and one tea- 
spoonful of melted butter, or, better, one 
tablespoonful of cream. Last of ail, add the 
woll-beaten white of one egg. 

Let the batter stand for four ér five min- 
utes, to give the baking powder a chance to 
act. Thiscan be done while the griddles are 
heating. They need to be hot, but not burn- 
ing. It is better to heat the stove 
well so that the griddle or grid- 
dies may stand on the lids, as with 
lids off, they are in danger of getting too hot 
and scorching the cakes. Toobtain the best 
results youneed a hot, smooth griddle that 
will send the cakes up, raising lightly, and 
give them acrisp brown. The griddle should 
be greased with sweet, fresh lard, with a little 
butter brushed over tocutthe taste of the 
lard. To grease with all butterincreases the 
danger of Gassing. to grease with all lard does 
not givethe pleasant taste of sweet butter. 
(No other ever should be used; itisan insult 
to an honest man to cunningly insert stale, or 
rancid, or lardy butter into his food in any 
shape.) 

In frying the cakes, it is best to fry one side 
until little holes are visible in the batter, 
showing that it has risen, and the under sur- 
face is crisply brown. Then turn over and fry 
the other side. ‘ 

Drop smal! spoonfuls; that is, the spoon to 
use is not the large kitchen :poon buta table 
spoon, They will round into a shapely circle 
of themselvesif the batter be of the right 
thickness. Do not muddle them with a spoon 
after they are on the griddle; that disturbs the 
baking powder which is doing its duty and 
should not be hindered. 

Cakes should be served piping hot, on a hot 
plate. They should not be piled one on top of 
another, because no crispness can stand such 
treatmeut. They should be slipped off the 
griddle to the plate and sent tovhetable. A 
griddle full at a time is more satisfactory than 
a sodden mass which«_has been accumulating 
for ten minutes on the stove. | 

There is a legend of a good bishop who left 
a legacy toa farmer’s wife, because she lad 
once permitted him to sit in her kitchen and 
eat pankakes slipped from the griddle to his 

late. 

s I will insure to the accurate follower of this 
recipe as good pankakes as the bishop praised. 
The Importance of Air in Cooking. 

Not oue cook in a hundred, I fancy, recog- 
nizes the figure that air, the atmosphere, cuts 
in cooking. Whyis not the steak baked in 
the oven as good as the steak broiled over the 
coals? The difference is an airy one; but it is 
tremendous! I do not enter into the chemical 
reasons. I simply citethe fact, air gives a 
taste of itsown. Why is boiling water some- 
times flat and {brackish, other times fresh and 
brisk? Airdoesit. If water freshly drawn, 
or quickly brought to a boil and used at once 
it will have more air in it than water that 
has stood, either before or after boiling. 
Long boiling exhausts the air. Tea or coffee 
cannot be perfect, or within speaking distance 
of perfection, that is made out of water th 
has boiled and stopped boiling and 
ing again for an hour. They should 
out of water just brought toa boil; and the 
taste of spontaniety that such air invigorated 
water gives, can be given by nothing else.

E.very one rerlizes the danger of the admit- 
tance of air to preserves or canned goods; bat 
not everybody knows how chary one should be 
of admitting air to butter. <A firkin of cream- 
ery butter should always be kept closely cov- 
ered with a salty cloth, and with the cover of 
the firkin on. But meat is better if exposed 
to good air, free trom flies. The best place to 
keep game is in a latticed pantry.

meal. Such bread crumbs, if kept in a covered 
glass bottle, will keep for days. A weekly 
drying and rolling is a good idea, and saves 
many moments at just the

Wr, Aaron Haas Tells of What Is Being 
Done for the Russian Jews, 


THE JEWS AS POOR AS OTHER PEOPLE. 


Hiow the Russian Immigrants Are to Be 
Cared For on Farming Lands 
Wear the Cities. 


During the last few daysa great deal has 
been said about the work of caring for the 
poor in thecity at Jarge. There isja regularly 
organized benevolent association in Atlanta, 
the work of which is international, and will 
undoubtedly be far reaching. Thisis the so- 
ciety jorganized among the Hebrews of the 
city to care for the Russian Jews. 

The following gentlemen are the officers of 
the society: 

Aaron Haas, president; David Kaufman, 
first vice president; L. Eplon, second vice 
president; L..\Cohen, treasurer; Alexander A. 
Meyer, secretary. Executive board, H. H. 
Kieferstein, F. lQobinowitz, Joseph T. 
Eichberg, J. H. Winkler, Morris Benjamin. 

Co-operating with the Atlanta society is a 
similar Savannah organization, of which Mr. 
Joseph Rosenieim is president. It is not im- 
probable that the two may come together and 
form a larger or state organization. 

The work they have undertaken requires 
time, and the plans of the Atlanta society are 
in harmony with those of similar organizations 
all over the world. The idea is that tke 
emigrants from Russia shall be scattered in 
different countries and in such numbers that 
they may not find it difficult toearn a living. 

Having explained this general plan, Mr. 
Aaron Haas, the president of vuhe Atlanta 
society, said of the plans of the local society: 

“Our ideaisto buy tracts of land in the 
neighborhood of cities, and locate the immi- 
grants upon small farms, where they 
will raise fruits, vegetables, poultry, 
dairy products and the like, and always have 
@ market within easy reach. We propose to 
sell them the land on long time, say ten years, 
without interest the first two years and 6 per 
cent afterward. There is an impression that 
the Jews never engage in agriculture, but it is 
@ great mistake. 

‘In order that these people whocome here 
as strangers, ignorant of the customs of the 
eountry and knowing nothing of our ciimate 
or its requirements in farming, may be able to 
work with some degree of intelligence, we in- 
tend to hirea model farmer and put him 
fight down inthe midst of the immigrants 
where they can see his methods. In addition to 
this he will go about among them, giving in- 
structions on their own premises. 

“Tt is not generally known that we already 
have a large number of Russian Jews living in 
Atlanta. Some ofthem have been here for 

ears and others not so long. There are, per- 
im five hundred of them. They also come 
within the scope of our work and we hope to 
use our influence so as to help them to become 
good citizens. Some of them are crowded to- 
gether in unsanitary quarters. One of the 
most important features of our work is to im- 
prove their sanitary condition. 

“The Russian Jews have a society of their 
ewn, organized the other day, and THE Con- 
STITUTION had an account of it. Mr, Eplan, 
the president of that society, has only been 
here three or four years, and came as poor as 
gay ofthem. Now he has two stores and is 
doing well. 

‘It is often said that there are no poor Jews. 
Itisa great mistake; they will average as 
poor asany other class. The reason for this 
impression is that you never see them begging.

Virginia’s Debt. 

Rosewood, Ala.—Whatis the Virginia bonded 
indebtedness for, when was the debt made, by 
what party? I see they have had a great deal of 
trouble, one way or another. SUBSCRIBER. 

By the census of 1890 it appears that Vir- 
ginia’s debt is $31,067,137. 

The debt was contracted before the war 
principally, for building turnpikes, . railroads, 
canals and other public works. After the 
war, when the state had been the camping and 
forage ground of both armies for four years, 
Virginia undertook to pay all the interest 
which had been unpaid during the war. This 
was too much for the state in its impoverished 
condition. By the settlement of 1871, Vir- 
ginia assumed what she considered a fair share 
of the debtand assigned the balance, about 
one-third, orin round figures, $15,000,000, to 
West Virginia, which had been wrested from 
her territory. West Virginia, however. did 
not agree.

Atlanta, Ga.—Were the Aztecs ever inhabitants 
of the United States, and were they mound build- 
@s. Was Aztian north or south of Mexico?

The Mexican manuscripts agree in tracing 
the migration of the Aztecs to Mexico from a 
country called Aztian. The meaning of the 
word is literally, ‘Place of the heron.’’. This 
has been interpreted to mean the starting 
point of migration. Archologists are unable 
to agree on the location of Aztlan. The pic- 
tures representing the migration show the pas- 
sage over water in canoes, or on rafts, and 
from this some locate Aztian in Asia. Others 
place it tothe northwest of Mexico. Hum- 
boldt hesitated to concur in the opinion 
of a northern location, because in the 
Mexican pictures of the migration, the hiero- 
glyphic of Aztlan, is ‘accompanied by the pic- 
ture of atemple with a paim tree beside it. 
Some think on this account, Aztlan lay south 
of Mexico. Butas the paintings show that 
the migration occupied a long period, estima- 
ted at 56 to one hundred and sixty-three years, 
with stoppages along the route ranging from 
four totwenty-two years, it does not seem un- 
reasonable that these tribes may have wan- 
dered from southern Asia, by way of the north- 
west passage and down the Pacific coast of 
America to Mexico. Similarities in the lan- 
guage ofthese people with oriental languages, 
and the peculiar resemblance in the shapes of 
their skulls, add some strength to this view. 

The mounds found east of the Mississippi are 
supposed to have been built by the Red Ind- 
jans, or peopie no further advanced in civiliza- 
tion. Architectural remains:in Mexieo are of 
amuch higher type. It is even said that a 
famous Roman road, the ‘‘'Appian way,”’ is re- 
produced in the Andes, and the Roman arches 
have their connterparts in Mexico. But the 
Toltecs, who preceeded the Aztecs, get credit 
for most of this. 

When Cortez conquered Mexico, he found 
some religious rites resembling those of the 
Catholic church. These are attributed by 
some to the influence of an Irish missionary, 
who is supposed to have come over in the 
eighth century, and to have spentseven years 
in Mexico teaching the Toltecs. This is the 
foundation of Lew Wallace’s “The Fair God.’”’ 
The religion of the Toltecs was milder and 
free from the bloody rites of the Aztecs. Some 
think their religion was closely similar to that 
of the Budhistw.

HIS STORIES OF THE STORMY PAST. 


Shaking Hands with Old Friends PRE) 


an Absence of Over Twenty-Nine 
Years, 


LAaFivettTez, Ga., Decembér 26.—[Special.} 
Cicero Edwards, a gallant confederate and 
every inch a man, was in town Thursday, hav- 
ing come up by rail from Walton county, his 
bome. That he has seen honorable service, it 
is only necessary to mention that he was a 
member of company C, the first company that 
went from his county. Like the first company 
from Walker—Gordon’s—and the first from 
Chatteoga— Cleghorn’s—it joined the Ninth 
Georgia regiment. Edwards’s company was 
musteted in May, 1861, with seventy one men, 
only two being under five feet nine and a half 
inches in height. Three were six feet. Of 
that gallant band all but seven sleep under 
the sod. 

The brigade was composed of four Georgia 
regiments, the gallant Seventh, the bloody 
Eighth, the ragged Ninth, the goober-grabbling 
Eleventh, and one Kentucky regiment, the 
First, noted forthe way it fought the yankees 
and all the whisky it could get. Tige Ander- 
son was their beloved brigadier, who was al- 
ways ready to whip the enemy and to standby 


his own men. 

Of the original field officers of the Ninth, 
John G. Mungar, of Brooks county, was.the 
lieutenant colonel. At Vienna, just before 
the war, Marsha]! was about to tack up a paper 
posting him as a coward. Mungar was present, 
and told him if he did so he would shoot him 
onthe spot. Thethreat didnot deter Mar 
shall, and; true to his word Mungar pulled 
down on him with a double-barreled shotgun, 
loaded with buckshot. Marshall was wounded. 
In theshooting that followed, a son of Mungar 
andasonof Marshall were killed. The war 
swallowed up this fued like many others. In 
Virginia Mungar showed that he was true grit. 
In the Peninsula at Dam No. 1, when his com- 
pany received their baptism of fire, as the yan- 
kees were advancing, Mungar walked the 
breastworks, talking to hismen. The balls of 
the enemy’s sharpshooters were whizzing past 
him, and his men begged him for God’s sake 
to come down, but he kept his dangerous posi- 
tion. Fate spared him then, but he gave his 
life for his country in the bloody battle of the 
Wilderness, where so many of his brave com- 
panions went down with him. No truerman 


ever met death. 

At Mechanicsville a part of the regiment 
was deployed along alane. Captain Hardee, 
of the command, was in front with his com- 
pany skirmishing with the enemy. Just as he 
was returning with his men Colone! Turnip- 
seed rode up, and mistaking them for yankees, 
ordered company C to tireon them. Sergeant 
Whitley prone exclaimed: ‘*Don’t shoot! 
Don’t shoot! They are our men.” Turnip- 
seed cursed him and repeated the order, but 
company C held their fire. By this time the 
skirmishers had drawn nearer and Captain 
Hardee was recognized. Later Colonel Tur- 
nipseed apologized tothe sergeant, who got 
even with him by saying: ‘It’s all right, colo- 
nel. Iknow you were soscared you did not 
know what you were doing.”’ 

When the command was at Williamsport, 
Md., Colonel Mungar was sick ata private 
house, about three-fourths of a mile from camp. 
One day Cis Edwards received a message by 
Wash Brooks, the company cook, that the 
colonel wanted tosee him. When he got a 
pass and reported, the colonel told him he 
couldn’t get anything to eat; that he wanted 
a chicken, and if anybody could getit he could. 
Edwards promised that it should be forthcom- 
ing ifit was on the top side of the green earth. 
When he returned to his quariers he noticed 
in passing that in the back part of the tent of 
Captain A. O. Bacon, the quartermaster of 
the regiment, was a coop with two chickens in 
it.. He sawed woodand said nothing. That 
night after slnmber had fallen on the camp,he 
armed himself with a razor and repaired to 
the rear of the gellant quartermaster’s tent. 
He first satisfied himeelt by listening that all 
was quiet. Then, commencing about three 
feet from the ground, with his razor he cut an 
opening all the way down. It took him buta 
moment to turn the flaps back, raise the coop 
with one hand, and with the other take out 
one unsuspecting victim and wring its neck. 
The other was served the same way, All the 
time the quartermaster was snoring soundly. 
Then, birdsin hand, he woke up Brooks, the 
cook, told him to dress and fry therm for the 
colonel, and bake some biscuit and be sureand 
burn the feathers. Brooks did his best, and at 
3 a.m. Edwards, loaded with the viands, 
knocked at the colonel’s door. Whien admit- 
ted the gallant old fellow lost no time, but, 
supporting himself on his elbow, waded into 
the fried chicken. 

The next. day when Captain Bacon discov- 
ered his loss, he was frantic, and searched the 
camp fruitiessly for evidence against the thief. 
In the afternoon he happened to visit the col- 
onel, who told him that Cis Edwards had 
brought him the night befere two of the best 
fried chickens that he had ever put his tooth 
to. The culprit stood revealed, and Bacon, 
after narrating his loss, said he was going to 
lift Edwards. That the colonel positively for- 
bade, “for,” said he, “any man who, after 
stealing two chickens for me, and having them 
cooked, is honest enough to bring me all the 
feet and both gizzards must not be touched.” 
When Captain Bacon returned to camp, he 
sent for Edwards, who told him when, why 
and how he took the chickens, 

When Longstreet’s bulidogs were ordered 
from Virginia to Bragg’s help, with them was 
the Ninth Georgia, with the exception of three 
companies left temporarily at Charleston. As 
the command, passed Social Circle, the train 
did not stop, but many of the wives of the 
Walton county boys had come there to get a 
gimpee, if possible, of their dear ones. When 

tdwards saw his wife, without stopping to 
think, he sprang np and jumped off the train. 
Three other soldiers took the same flying leap, 
and were rewarded by being again with those 
they loved best. But when the next train came 
on, afew hours later, they tore themselves 
away and left to rejoin theircommand. They 
took part inthe hard fought battle of Chica- 
mauga, where they found out, as Edwardsisays, 
the western yankee could be moved, but it 
was twice as hard work as’ it was in Vir- 
ginia. 

After that fruitless victory, and while the 
command was in Tennessee, two of the boys 
slipped out one day, concealing their guns un- 
der their blankets. When they returned they 
reported they had plenty of beef in the swamp

A GEORGIA DUEL 


In the Streeta of Rome, Recalled by an Old 
Resident. 


Roms, Ga., December 26.—[{Special.]— 
There is probably no manin Rome who has 
witnessed more tragedies in real life than 
Policeman H. H. Wimpee. In conversation 
with areporter several days ago, Policeman 
Wim told of the duel between Colonel 
Bill Johnson and the original Bill Arp, which 
took place in Rome during the war. Mr. 
Wimpee said: “Colonel Johnson and Mr. 
Arp were fast friends. Arp wasaman of 
much wit and anoted fox hunter, etc. He 
was @ poor man, but very popular. Previous 
to the time when the due! took place, he and 
Colonel Johnson were never known to have 
had a dispute in any way, On the after- 
noon of the duel, Colonel Johnson and Mr, 
Arp were in the Choice house (now the Cen- 
tral hotel) bar. 

“The dispute arose over a previous duel in 
which Colonel Johnson had figured promi- 
nently, either at Calhoun or Cartersville. Sud- 
denly Colonel Johnson drew out pistols and 
calied on Mr. Arp to fight him. It seems that 
Arp did not care to have a difticulty; in fact 
was trying to avoid one. He, however, took 
the pistol and walked away across Broad street, 
and started up what is now known as Fifth 
avenue, then Bridge street. He had | proouae’ 4 
reached the Fifth avenue entrance to Lowery’s 
drug store, when Colonel Johnson opened fire 
upon him. Ihad started up to Lampkin’s 
store, about where W. H. Edmundson & Co. 
now keep, and wasin: front of where Stark 
Burney now is, when the first shot was fired. I 
was a a boy and this is only a boy’s view of 
the duel. 

‘When Johnson opened fire, Arp wheeled 
and returned the fire. They both advanced 
upon each other then, firing rapidly. Colonel 
Johnson fellin the middie of Broad street, 
mortally wounded, having been shot twice, 
near where the electric light pole now stands, 
at the junction of Broad street and Fifth ave- 
nue. Anold well that has since been filled 
up was there tien. As Johnson fell, Arp 
threw his pistol at him. : 

"The duel took place about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, inthe fallof the year. Colonel 
Johnson was picked up and carried to the 
Choice house, where he died about 9 o’clock 
that night. Arp wasshot in the breast, near 
the right nipple, and was carried to the old 
house, where the Rome Hardware 

Company is now located. On the way to the 
hotei he repeatedly said that he was killed. 
‘“‘He, however, recovered, as, fortunately, the 
ball struck a rib and glanced. Arp after- 
wards went to Arkansas, where he was killed 
by falling off ofa wagon. I remember dis- 
tinctly that at the time the duel took place 
Rome was occupied by the confederate forces, 
and I could see groups of officers congregated 
around on the street discussifig the duel, all of 
them saying ‘what a pity such brave men were 
shooting at each other here, instead of shoot- 
ing at yankees at the front.’ ” 


HIS FAITHFUL SLAVE. 


He Crawled Between the Lines and Bore His 
Master’s Body from the Field. 

Brunswick, Ga., December 26.—[Spe- 
ial.]|-—-The Times has been presented by Gen- 
era) J. Floyd King with a photograph which 
represents a group of confederate veterans 
listening to the narrative of war reminiscences 
by an old negro named Neptune Small. 

The group consists of General King, Major 
Charles 8. Wylly,Major M. J. Colson and Mr. 
J. E. Dart, seated, and the venerble old negro 
standing. Thestory which Neptune tells is 
one of thrilling interest. Neptune was the 
servant of Captain D. Lord King, a brother of 
General King. Captain King was an assis- 
tantjadjuntant generaljin General Longstreet’s 
corps. He was killedin the battle of Freder- 
icksburg, December 12, 1862, while carrying 
dispatches. His body was left on the field be- 
tween the two lines, and rescued by Neptune. 
Neptune, a faithful servant and devoted to 
his master, crawled out between the lines and 
sought the body until he found it and then 
bore it from the field of battle. He was put 
in charge of the remains and carried them to 
Savannah. The body has since been removed 
to St. Simon’s and now rests in the old Fred- 
erica cemetery. Mr. Dart was near the place 
where Captain King was killed and learned of 
his death in a short time after it occurred. 

When Neptune bad brought the body of his 
master to Savannah for burial, he went west 
to be with Captain Cuyler King, who was in 
the western army. He remained with him 
until the war closed and then walked back to 
his old home. He now lives on¢St. Simon’s, 
andin telling his story is always deeply 
moved,

_ gardening, without one of which interests it 
has been generally supposed that successful 
agriculture is in a measure impossible in the 
gouth. The example here given is of one 

| whose field of operations lies without the belt 
_ or zone of either cotton or tobacco, and in one 
F of the elevated mountain regions of the south, 
'pemote from railway, and consequently de- 
*prived of the facilities of cheap transportation. 
“Jrefer to Captain B. R. Brown, whose post- 
» office address is Shoun’s Cross Roads, a coun- 
try store in the mountains of East Tennessee. 
Captain Brown’s farm lies in the exquisitely 
beautiful valley of Roan’s creek, one of the 
headwaters of the Holstein river—a valley so 

. tempting thata hundred years ago Daniel 
, Boone’s old roan horse strayed away from the 
hunter’s camp one autumn night, and, hiding 
himselfin the high luscious cane and grass of 
the creek bottoms, remained away from the 
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CAPTAIN B. R. BROWN. 
’ master the whole winter in his lonely but am- 
ple paradise. Next spring Boone found the 
old horse still feeding around the camp of the 
previous fall,and hence the name, Roan’s 
creek. The story goes that the oid horse again 
hid himself one other year on a high mountain 
-insight of this same camp, and so also came 
» the name, Roan’s mountain. So that horse, as 
i wellas hisillustrious owner, when he went 
F into loneiiness and separation, went also into 
f immortal history. 
| The Indians loved this region also. On 
Captain Brown’s farm I saw the plow turning 
up their ancient pottery, of unique designs and 
high value, under the shadow of oak trees 
| more than a hundred years old,in a turning 
| of the virgin or ancient soil, which is supposed 
to have been untounched by the instruments 
of cultivation for a like period—more than a 
century. 

The region abounds with the finest and most 
perfect specimens of the art of the prehistoric 
age, when implements were only of earth or 

| stone. 

Captain Brown’s possessions now embrace 

~700 acres ofland, only abont 250 acres of which 
ate considered arable. The remainder is 
monntain land, ¥aluable chiefly for its timber 
(and minerals, it being of no fmport in an ag- 
» ficultural sense. 

Early in his farming operations Captain 
Brown discovered the fact that the southern 
farmer couid not depend solely for a true source 
of profit in selling grain or grasses in their nat- 
ural state, especially when remote from rail- 
ways. The idea of 

A Walking Wealth 
naturally came to him, and he began raising 
live stock, putting his farm products into the 
four-footed animal which, as the representa- 
tive of fortune, could be driven away, inde- 
pendently of railways, in any direction, and to 
the best markets that could be found. : 

To show hoy.Captain Brown devotes his 
fine firm to the production of wealth, let us ob- 
serve and study his methods. Of the 250 acres 
arable Jand—chiefly creek bottom—he has only 
twenty-five acresin wheat, from which the an- 
nual average cropis about 400 bushels. This 


is sufficient for all hig family supply of bread,. 


with something left to any necessitous neigh- 
bor who calls on him for seed or flour. All the 
torn he raises is grown on some thirty acres, 
the yield rarely if ever less than fifty bushels 
to the acre, the crop sometimes averaging sev- 
enty bushels. He puts his land in good condi- 
tion for corn, allowing only one crop of this 
grain once every ten years. He believes in 
breaking up the soil deep; he then cultivates

I 
asked. 

“Oh, several hundred.”

“Only about one hundred. I save ample for- 

age for just that amount.” 

#; want to show you my sheep next,” he 
said. 

‘‘How many of these have you?” I asked. 

Here is his reply: 

“We have handled about four thousand 
this year. I sayj ‘we,’ for I have a part- 
nerin the sheep business—he, the clever, big- 
hearted Tom Southerland. We keep several 
men traveling all over the country, buying up 
poor sheep. ‘They are brought here and to our 
pastures elsewhere, where they soon get fat; 
when we sell them as mutton. Wethink we 
are doing a good business if we clear 50 to 75 
cents each, net profit,on each head, although 
I have in my pastures here ewes which net me 
each and every year $5 each.’’ 

‘“‘How is that?” I asked, somewhat in aston- 


ishment, as we stood amidsta great flock of 


running and bleating mothers. 


**These ewes,’’ said Captain Brown, “‘brin 


me each, every year, six pounds of wool, an 
an average of more than one lamb for each 
mother. Isell the lambs for $3.50 each, and 
the wool for $1.50 a head—so you see where 
the V comes in.”’ 

‘Here is one ewe,” continued he, as he 
pointed to a long, thin and ambling Shrop- 
shire, ranning toward him at his call, ‘‘here is 
one that brings me regularly three lambs each 
year. We get our lambs to weigh from wer 
to ninety ponnds each, at three months old, 
and then we put them in the meat markets at 
from four ‘to five cents a pound. We fre- 
quently get our wethers up to 200 pounds when 
the grass is good. Thereis more money in 
sheep raising than many people are aware of; 
and itis a pleasant and interesting business. 
The sheepI prefer isa cross between the 
Cotswold and Southdown and the Shrop- 
shires. I don’t like the Merino, because we 
are not working specially for wool.’’ 

The captain’s idea seems to be to let others 
work for the back—in cotton and wool—while 
he caters tothe tooth, and, through that, to 
the pocket. It isa fine and wise philosophy, 
forthe money man pays more for the table 
luxury than for the toilet necessity, and our 
farmers should learn this lesson, that while

This Tennessee—this mountain-farm philos- 
opher—while learning the value of lamb, has 
also learned the value of independence in 
farming. He raises everything in the way of 
home supplies for his table, and not only his 
own table, but others can also obtain abund- 

“ant rations from his abundant stores. You 
can usually in all seasons go tohim and buy 
anything necessary for the table that grows 
upon a Tennessee farm. 

And yet the man does not advertise or even 
modestiy hint that he has anything for sale ex- 
cept that which can beledor driven away 
from his gates on its own feet! You will soon 
find that hé basa reputationin at least four 
States as 

A Horse and Cattle Man. 


Horses, cattle and mules and sheep he hasat 
all times for sale. 

He isan unquestioned authority in horns 
and hoofs and—blood. 

He can walk around an ox in the pasture, 
and tell you his exact weight, within five to 
twenty pounds. He can likewise tell you the 
pedigree of the animal, and especially if it has 
had pennyroyal or broomsedge in the veins. 

So much for making a study of one’s busi- 
ness. Some people don’t succeed because they 
don’t put mind and heart in their work; they 
court something that is afar off; that never 
materializes as a bride at the altar of success.

Something to Interest the Boys and 
Girls Who Read, 


The exploits of many a “runaway negro” 
would read like a romance if the story could 


be well told. 

In the settling up of the estate of John 
Simpson there was very little left for the 
widow and children. Aunt Polly was a stout 
motherly old negress who had passed the days 
of usefulness and was not put up forsale to 
pay off the debts—the creditors decided that 
she would be an incumbrance insteac of a 
profit, and so she was left with i246 Simpson 
family. But Aunt Polly had a son, Prince he 
was called, just now in his prime, whom every 
treditor was anxious to own, but who was at 
last knocked down by the auctioneer to 
Colonel Crawford, the Jast man in the world 
that Prince wanted for his master. Prince did 
not like the colonel, he did not like to leave 
his old mamma nor the Simpsons, 
and in brooding over it he de 
cided that the change should not 
be made, and soit was that he took to the 
woods, and was noted as a runaway whose 
shadow flitted about the Simpson farm more 
like a “haunt” than a vegro in flesh and blood. 

After Prince made up his mind to become a 
runaway he decided to make a bold venture in 
the selection of his place for hiding. Right 
under the colonel]’s dwelling house would be 
the place, thought Prince, and there it was 
that he went to work making himself a cave.

Notanight would eyer pass with- 
out Aunt Polly being mt with plenty of 
firewood for next day. rince’s strong arms 
would fell the trees and keep the woodpile of 
the Simpsons always with plenty, and it was 
Aunt Polly’s delight to gather the children 
around her on dreary winter days and tell 
them “‘tales” that they would like to hear. 

It might seem sirange that Prince was not 
caught, but there has been many a negro be- 
sides he that has outgeneraled the  pat- 
terrollers and overcome the sharp-scented 
hounds. He was always watchful 
when out, and right under his 
own master’s house was the place that it was 
never thought of his being.

Governor Northen Set Four Convicts 
Free Yesterday : 


AND REFUSED THREE APPLICATIONS. 


Hon. J. B. Cummings Appointed Trustee 
ofthe State University—The Day in 
the Capito] Departments. 


The governor read and considered applica- 
tions for pardon Christmas day. He worked 
hard all day, only stopping to eat a Christmas 
dinner. 

The result of his work showed itself on the 
order book of the executive department yes- 
terday. 

Seven applications were acted on yesterday. 
Four pardons were granted and three applica- 
tions were refused. 

These are the batch of Christmas pardons, 
But none were pardoned on sentiment. 
Reasons, sufficient to satisfy the mind of the 
governor, were given in every case. The ap- 
plications without strong reasons for clemency 
were refused. 

A Murderer Pardoned. 

Stewart Spruce, a convict with a life sen- 
tence, will leave the mining camps today for 
his home among the hills of Floyd county. 
Spruce was sent up in 1882, charged with wife- 
murder, and was given a ninety-nine years’ 
sentence. It was represented to the governor 
in the petition presented, that the evidence 
‘was altogether circumstantial, and some points 
in the case were very weak = and 
open to criticism. The man _ has 
served nine years, and the judge and solicitor 
general who tried the case think he has been 
sufficiently punished, 

An order for his discharge was sent to the 
keeper of the penitentiary yesterday by the 
governor. 

A Poet Set Free. 

‘*The muse of Muscogee,’’ or in other words, 
John W. Livingston, the poet laureate of the 
Georgia penitentiary, will soon breathe the 
inspiring air of freedom again. 

For the past four years he has been receiv- 
ing his mail at the convict camps, in conse- 
quence of entering a house in Muscogee 
county and rifling it of some valuables during 
w fit of absent-mindedness. He has made sev- 
eral poetical applications for pardon, all of 
which have been passed over. 

He is now very old and infirm, has been 
crippled since his confinement, and would 
probably have been pardoned long ago, but for 
the fact that he wrote poetry. 

; He will re-tune his rusty lyre, and once 
‘more his bright effusions will reach the light. 
' Livingston has written some very clever 
things. He wrote ‘‘O Pardon Me,” ‘Dedicated 
to the Governor of Georgia,’’ and is the author

WATCHING THE WARSHIPS. 


The San Francisco Sails Suddenly — Per- 
haps for Chile. 


WASHINGTON, December 26.—This is the 
day on which Senor Jorge Montt will be in- 
augurated as president of Chile, butso far as 
can be learned no news of the event has yet 
been received from Minister Egan. There 
can be no doubt of the desire of the officers of 
the state and navy departments to allay any 
apprehensions of war between the United 
States and Chile that may have been caused 
by the alarming newspaper publications. 
Secretary Tracy this morning said: 

“Talk of war is all in the newspapers.”’ 
The secretary further showed someimpatience 
at. the reiteration of warlike stories, and said 
emphatically that they were without founda- 
tion, and that there was nothing in the situa- 
tion to warrant their acceptance. He called 
attention to the fact that the United States 
steamship Boston, which had just arrived at 
Valparaiso, had sailed promptly for San Fran- 
cisco, and repeated what Assistant Secretary 
Soley had previously said: 

**Not a single vessel of the navy is now under 
orders to sail for Chile,’’ 

Mr. Soley was subsequently asked to ex- 
plain the departure of the Charleston from 
Honolulu for Valparaiso on the 17th, as re- 
ported from the Hawaiian islands. In reply 
he said that he did not believe that the Charles- 
ton had taken any such course, and that he 
was sure she was not’going to Chile. Officials 
of the state department were non-communica- 
tive of news, but took such an optimistic view 
of the situation as to warrant belief, strength- 
ened bythe fact that Secretarys Blaine and 
Tracy have been today in con.ultation with 
the president, that some news of a most reas- 
suring character has been received from the 
American representatives. 

Has She Gone to Chile? 

SAN FRANCISCO, December 26.—The cruiser 
San Francisco, the flagship of the Pacific 
squadron, with Rear Admiral George Brown 
on board, put to sea from this port this after- 
noon. It is said that the cruiser might put

LATEST GOSSIP ‘FROM GERMANY. 


The Socialists Losing Ground—Christmas 
Among the Little Folks in the Pal- 
ace—Foreign News Generally. 


Lonpon, December 26.—Contradictory 
stories are received here regarding Grand 
Duke Sergius, brother of the czar, who last 
spring was appointed governor of Moscow. 
At the beginning of the present month it was 
said that the grand duke was making himself 
very unpopular by his efforts to suppress 
fraudulent practices growing out of the cor- 
ruption for which the Russian official world 
is notorious. 

One scandal in which the grand duke’ is 
said to have intervened was the misappropri 
ation of $12,500 which had been sent to the 
Orla branch of the Red Cross Society for 
relief purposes among sufferers in the famine- 
stricken provinces. The czarina is chief 
patroness of this branch of the Red Cross 


Society. : 
Why He Is Unpopular. 

The grand duke recently gave from his privy 
purse 40,000 roubles for the sufferers, but the 
fact that he has interfered with the stealing 
of the famine money has caused him to be 
very unpopular with a _ certain wealthy 
and influential clan who are doing their 
utmost to secure his removal 
from office. He is charged by this class with 
taking advantage of the authority conferred 
upon him by the czar and with playing the 
part of a tyrant. They say that his [peony ag 
behaviorisan insult to them, and so deter- 
mined are they to have hig power abridged 
that they have prepared and forwarded to the 
czar a petition praying for his removal from 
the office of governor of Moscow. 

The Czar Will Remove Him. 

Advices received today state that the czar 
suspects his brother of “nursing ambitious 
designs,”’ though the nature of these designs, 
inacountry where all social and political 
honors emanate from tho czar, is not stated. It 
is added that the czar has been impressed by 
the array of evidence presented to him against 
the grand duke and that itis his intention to 
send him into exile, 

An illustration of the tyranny of the grand 
duke is given. It appears that he gave orders 
recently that the horse races at Moscow were 
not tocommence until he arrived. A large 
crowd was present at the races and was kept 
waiting foran hour and a half before the 
grand duke appeared. The crowd grew very 
impatient at the delay and when the grand 
duke appeared he was vigorously hissed. 

This incident was reported to the czar, and 
it is said itis considered to decide the ques- 
tion of the grand duke’s dismissal from ofiice. 

Treats His Wife Badly. 

The wife of Grand Duke Sergius is a 
daughter of Grand Duke Louis of Hesse, and 
a granddaughter of Queen Victoria. She re- 
cently abandoned the religious faith in which 
she was trained, and in April last she formally 
joined the Greek church. 

The grand duke is recognized as the head of 
the old Russian orthodox party, and all recent 
advices regarding him, with the exception of 
today’s, showed that he stood in high favor 
with the czar. The very fact that ie was 
appointed to the important office of governor 
of Moscow shows that he must have enjoyed 
the confidence of the czar to a high degree. 
It was charged in some quarters that the con- 
version of Grand Duchess Sergius was not the 
result of a free change in her religious belief, 
but that it was due te moral suasion of a very 
brutal kind. This statement was semi- 
ofticially denied at the time, but the fact 
remains that she at the time was so disgusted 
with her husband that she was with dithculty 
restrained from leaving him. It is said that 
the czar interposed his good offices to prevent 
the scandal that would have followed the 
separation. 


HUNGER DROVE HIM INSANEs 


And He Murdered Five Men for Their

Sr. PETERSBURG, December 26.—A fam- 
ished peasantin ‘I'scheljalbinsk district killed 
five imen recently for the purpose of robbing 
them and buying fvod with the money thus 
obtained. He was arrested while hiding the 
bodies of his victims. He told the prosecutors 
before he was arraigned that ho murdered the 
men while they were @leeping, and that 
he only got four roubles. He = said 
he thought hat he had _ finished 
them but that while he wasfleaving the spot 
where the bodies were lying he heard some of 
the men moaning. He went back and battered 
the heads of his victims again and again. 
When he was leaving for the second time one 
of the men rose un and he again returned to 
complete his bloody work. ‘ais time he re- 
solved to make sure of killing the men and 
kept hammering them all night long.

Wil- 
liams ran to his assistance and was 
struck in the face by the wire, which he 
grasped with both hands and held on to. No 
person witnessed the actual occurrence. When 
taken up Williams was beyond human aid. 
His body was taken to the moreue.

THE CHATTANOOGA FIRE. 


Loss Over Half a Million—A Jump for 
Life. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., December 26.— 
Chattanooga’s most disastrous fire occurred 
today. D. B. Loveman & Co’s. great dry 
goods house, occupying three numbers on 
Market street at the southeast corner of 
Eighth, was discovered to be on fire while the 
clerks were at their luncheon on the third 
floor. The flames spread with astonishing 
rapidity, burning through the elevator sbaft 
and stairway, cutting off the escape of about 
thirty}female employes, who were rescued from 
windows with extension ladders of the fire 
department, aided by citizens. Two of the 
women jumped from windows and were some- 
what injured, and a third was rescued in an 
almost suffocated condition. 

The Burned Baildinga. 

The adjoining buildings were soon aflame, 
the fire licking up over a half million dollars, 
in less than two hours. 

The fire began at 12:30 o’clock in the after- 
rnoon, and by 1:30 0’clock buildings on the 
north side of Eighth street were ablaze. 
The buildings burned on Market street were: 
D. B. Loveman & Company, dry goods; T. C. 
Ervin & Company, dry goods; Christie & 
Company, dry goods; Chattanooga Library 
Association, Chamber of Commerce, Schwartz 
& Brother, boots and shoes; Silva & Abbott,

& Manning, insurance; W. J. Alexander 
broker; Charleston fast freight line; Great 
Southern Tea Company; Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi and Ohio Rivers Transportation Com- 
pany; R. F. Dix, barber; Martin & Henry, 
real estate; Rowles & Ritely, insurance; Mrs. 
Jane Weaver, milliner; Southern Bank and 
Trust Company; T. A. Roberts, jeweler; T. 
D. Charleton, Howe sewing machine agent; 
W. B. Van Wagner, drugs; Fourth National

The Cherry street end of the Loveman block 
Was occupied by about twenty tenants of 
oftices and about half that number occupied 
the second floor of the Vandeman block, which 
faced the Loveman block. The fire is now 
out. The total loss is about six hundred 
thousand doilars; insurance, about five hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars. 

A Jump for Life. 

The frightful position of two ladies on the 
third floor, and their jump for life was the 
most exciting event of the day. In the front 
of the third story were two salesladies, Miss 
Dollie Johnson, of Hill City, and Mrs. R. H. 
Hurst. Theystood at the windows as the 
roaring mass of flames seethed upwards. The 
crowd below on Market street howled ana 
yelled with terror. 

The women screamed with tright. Presently 
the firemen brought ladders, and the crowd 
cheered, for help wasat hand. Willing hands 
grasped tbe ladders and placed them against 
the walls. They were too short. 

The crowd groaned in anguish and the 
blanched faces of the two women, seen dimly 
through the curling clouds of stifling smoke 
reflected the horritied gaze of the multitude, 
Other ladders were brought and quickly 
raised, but fell too short. 

Finally the heat became so intense that the 
women yelled that they would jump unless aid 
came quickly. 

Another ladder was placed in position, and 
just as the first of the two ladies stepped upon 
it the ladder turned, and, with acry of anguish 
she fell, striking on the bottom ladder and 
breaking three rungs out, and hung there limp 
and motionless. 

The crowd sent up a shout of despair as she 
fell, and again as her companion started after 
her, she fell from the shaky ladder and struck 
the entrance of Lovewan’s.

Our Relations with Chile. 

It is not altogether certain that the rup- 
ture with Chile is so small an affair as 
it appears on the surface. Some clue to the 
situation is found in the comments which 
English papers like the London Times have 
made on the conduct of our naval officers 
and our minister, The action of the Chilean 
junta in voluntarily releasing the arms and 
munitions of war on board the Itata showed 
that the ill will against the United States, 
s0 brutally manifested in the murderous 
attack upon American marines, was not due 
to the conduct of our government in main- 
taining the attitude of a neutral nation by 
the pursuit of the Itata. The authorities of 
the junta hastened to acknowledge the 
correctness of our positionin that episode. 
We must look elsewhere for the causes of 
inflammation, and we find them in the insidi- 
ous work of European commercial interests 
which are hostile to the growth of American 
trade. It goes without saying that the 
opening of the Nicaragua canal will make 
us, by operation of nature, the most favored 
nation in the trade with the west coast of 
South America. It is reported that the 
negotiations of our state department for 
reciprocity with South American nations 
have been retarded by the hostile efforts of 
our European rivals in commerce. It is 
unpleasant to see this cloud in the horizon. 
For a long time the relations of the United 
States with European powers have been of 
the most cordial character, but they will 
not remain so if the ugly work going on in 
Chile is encouraged by the home countries, 
It isa pity that the young republic of Chile, 


which has just made such a desperate | 


struggle for liberty, should begin its career 
In a way that shows the domination of 
foreign influence so plainly. 

The English interests in Chile are very 
large; so great indeed that English ironclads 
were sent to protect the property of English- 
men in Valparaiso during the war just 
ended, If there should be trouble between 
the United States and Chile, it would 
require no little care to prevent it from 
developing into a quarrel with England. 

The gravity of the situation in Chilean 
affairs has not been exaggerated. 


The Sherman Silver Law. 

Mr. George S. Coe, president of the Ex- 
change National bank, of New York, ‘has 
written an article for the January Forum to 
show why the Sherman silver law should be 
repealed. Mr. Coe’s article is not a very 
long one, nor is it particularly brilliant, but 
it perhaps serves the purpose of the 

editor of The Forum, who wanted 
some one to say something on this subject. 
- Coe shows how 
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monometallists make. They do not seem to 
percieve that, however dangerous the Sher- 
man law may be, to repeal it without making 
adequate provision for the disposition of the 


the dangers of the situation. 

Mr. Coe says that there is $500,000,000 
of depreciated silver in the treasury, and he 
admits that something must be done with 
this great bulk of metal. But he would first 
repeal the Sherman law and then take 
chances of finding a remedy to fit the evils 
that would follow. This is wild thinking 
and blind writing, and it justifies the sus- 
picion with which the public has come to re- 
gard the opinions of bankers and other s0- 
called financial experts. 

There can be but one remedy for the Sher- 
man law and but one provision for the re- 
sults that must follow its repeal. That 
remedy and provision is the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver. Free coinage will at 
once bring this accumulation of bullion to a 
parity with gold in law and in fact, because 
the holders of bullion can take it to the 
mints and exchange each ounce of it for 
$1.29 in coin. Silver bullion will then cease 
to be a commodity and resume its old place 
a3 a money metal. 

There is one fact which Mr. Coe and _ his 
brother monometallists might dwell on with 
profit to themselves—namely, that this 
country has gone too far in the coinage and 
purchase of silver bullion to turn back now. 
To pause now will be to bring about a de- 
moralization of our currency equal to the 
results of a world-wide financial panic, 
There is but one remedy—and that igs the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 


Mr. Crisp’s Critics. 

The democrats who are criticising Speaker 
Crisp for refusing to appoint Mr. Mills chair- 
man of the ways and means committee on 
the ground that the cause of tariff reform’ 
has thereby received a set-back, do not make 
their position very clear, It is perhaps well 
that they do not, for it is a position that 
will not bearanalysis, If tariff reform is 
what its friends claim, and what we confi- 
dently believe it to be, it is not dependent 
for success on one individual or ona dozen. 
The very democrats who are now indulging 
in this ungracious and unnecessary criticism 
know perfectly well that there is not a demo- 
crat in the house who is as thoroughly com- 
mitted to tariff reform as Mr. Mills is. They 
know, too, that the issue will be as earnestly 
pressed as if Mr. Mills had been made 
speaker. The programme may be altered to 
suit emergencies, and different tactics may 
be employed,but every movement will be in 
the direction of tariff reform, and there will 
bejno halting or any backward step, 

We are of the opinion that there is some- 
thing else besides an anxiety for tariff re- 
form behind the attacks that are made on 
Speaker Crisp. We are told that the party 
‘thas reached a very low plane,’’ and that 
it ‘thas abandoned principle’’—all because a 
majority of the party in the house preferred 
Mr, Crisp to Mr. Mills as speaker. We have 
quoted these phrases as examples of the 
reckless spirit which animates those who fa- 
vored Mr. Mills. No sensible person, who 
knows anything about the situation, or who 


understands the purpose of the democrats in 


congress, believes for one moment that the 
election of Mr. Crisp or the appointment of 
Mr. Springer will have the effect of retarding 
tariff reform. Consequently there must be 
something behind the criticisms which is 
kept carefully concealed from the public. 
Papers like The New York Evening Post, 
which are for tariff reform and nothing else, 
are perfectly well satisfied with the tariff re- 
form programme which Mr. Springer has 
outlined, regarding it as the most feasible as 
well as the most direct methed. These con- 
siderations have no weight with Mr. Crisp’s 
democratic critics. They seem to be bent 
on raising a ruction in the party, and toward 
that end they are bending all their energies. 
They seem anxious to make personalism an 
issue and they may succeed in creating dis- 
sensions in the democratic organization, 


Trifling with Justice. 

The other day a substitute clerk in the 
Chicago postoffice, who had been convicted 
of stealing from the mails, was released by 
United States Judge Blodgett. 

Both the district attorney and the post- 
office inspector urged the judge to let the 
clerk off, one of them saying that the mis- 
erable wages paid the substitutes was 
enough to make them steal. 

When such apologies for criminals are 
made and considered by . government 
officials it is time to recall them to a sense 
of their duty. The Chicago substitute clerk 
earned $20 a month. It was a small salary, 
but it was enough to enable an honest man 
to worry along without stealing. Thousands 
of men and women manage to live on $20 a 
month, and if they were brought before a 
court for theft it is not likely that sentence 
would be suspended upon the grounds which 
appeared so satisfactory to Judge Blodgett. 

But there is plenty of this trifling with 
justice everywhere. The governors who 
parade a batch of Christmas pardons are 
among the triflers. When convicts deserve 
pardon they should receive it at the earliest 
possible moment. There is no sense in de- 
laying investigation and action in the matter 
until the Christmas holidays. The practice 
in some cities of discharging petty offen- 
ders, sometimes without a trial, simply be- 
cause it is Christmas, is very like child’s 
play. Clemency is a good thing, but it 
should be confined to no one season of the 
year. Judges and governors should temper 
justice with mercy in a lawful manner 
whenever the facts of the case justify it. It 
is absurd to take the position that a thief is 
to go free when his salary is only $20 a 
month, and it is sentimental bosh to wink at 
violations of municipal ordinances in order 
to give the offenders a chance to celebrate a 
festive holiday. 


How Sage Was Saved. 

According toa New York special, Rus- 
sell Sage will be sued for $100,000 damages 
for using William R. Laidlaw, a broker's 
clerk, as a shield on the occasion of the 
dynamite explosion about three weeks ago, 

If the story now made public is true, 
Sage ought to pay the money and servea 
term in the penitentiary. Laidlaw and his 
friends say that at the time of the explosion 
the young clerk had just entered Sage’s 
office on a business errand. The millionaire 
was in deadly peril, and, realizing that the 
dynamiter ‘was about to throw his bomb, he 
caught Laidlaw by one hand and his 

boulder, and pulled him before him. The 
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accumulated bullion would merely add to 
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ion in his back, sustaining injuries. which 
will disable him for life. But for this hu- | 
man shield, Sage would have received a 
fatal blow in the abdomen. 3 

Laidlaw has been in the hospital ever 
since he was injured. He is frightfully 
singed and scarred, and the wound in his 
back will make him a physical wreck while 
he lives. 

It is alleged that’ when Sage pulled Laid- 
law between him and the dynamiter, he did 
it deliberately with the intention of making 
the young man receive the impending blow. 
Sage has denied these charges in the news- 
papers, but itis believed by some that he 
will not make his denial under oath on the 
witness stand. During the past three weeks, 
while Laidlaw has been at death’s door, the 
capitalist has never sent to inquire after 
him, and has shown the most absolute in- 
difference. This neglect is resented by the 
sufferer and his friends, and they propose to 
make a hot fight in the courts. 

Of course this is only one side of the 
story. It may not be entirely true. If, 
however, no mistake has been made as to 
the facts now given to the public, almost 
any jury will return a verdict for heavy dam- 
ages against the selfish millionaire,

deformity, and still I am allowed to suffer the 
innumerable hardships my pega position in- 
evitably forces upon me. [am prompted to 
say there must be something radicallv unsound 
or inherently wrong somewhere. While you 
sit by your cheerful firesides, surrounded by 
your darling ones; while you sit at your tables 
which are loaded with festivities; while you, 
after giving thanks to God, are snug in your soft 
and cleanly beds, does it ever enter your minds 
that there is one in the cold prison cell in your 
midst, whose loved ones are far from him, 
whose only fire is the hope thathe may live 
through the merciless winter, when he can 
join his loved ones; whose bed is at best poor, 
uncleanly and lonely ; whose eatables are cold, 
rough and unvaried, except through the moth- 
erly kindness and friendly generosity of Mr. 
and Mrs. Black. Surely their goodness is re- 
membered with joy in the skies. 

Isit possibie that I have suffered this con- 
finement, these tortures so long that the public 
thinks or feels that my lot is not to be con- 
sidered? Surely there areenough who know 
I suffer the very agonies of death this weather, 
say nothing of the humiliation and mental de- 
pression thatis crushing me. Surely it seems 
that I have become the special target of an 
adverse fate. Why will not some one kindly 
stand my bond and help me out of this misery ? 
Are theyafraid? Afraid of what? As God 
is my judge, and heaven my _ witness, 

reserve too much honor, too much 
self respect, despite my - incarceration, 
to give any one cause to blush for 
me, or cause to regret this kindneas. I ask in 
imperious tones that some one open his heart 
and save me suffering he will never know. 
The public must certainly know that it is not 
necessary to keep me here to await “‘justice,’’ 
and that I have tried and failed to get a hear- 
ing, which I declare would thoroughly vindi- 
cate me, and the public knows why I did not 
get that hearing. No, I would to God I could 
get it today. AsI cannot, I ask the people of 
this civilized country to consider my suffering, 
and some one save me from a horrible death, 
from cold and unjust suffering. Unfortunately,

DARK DAYS IN HISTORY. 


On These Occasions People Thonght the 
World Was Coming to an End. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

The earliest mention of the phenomena 
known as the dark days appears to be in the 
year 44 B. C., about the time of the death of 
Julius Cesar, when we read in Plutarch and 
Dio Cassius that the sun was paler than usual 
fora whole year. Tho great darkness which 
lasted two whole days over al! Europe appears 
to have preceded the great earthquake of Nico- 
media, which occurred August 22, A. D. 358, 
Two years later in all the eastern provinces of 
the Roman empire there was a ‘‘dark day,’’ 
which was so dark as to make stars visible at 


noonday. 

From further descriptions one might consider 
this the result of a total eclipse, but astrono- 
mers say that neither the eclipse of Marci 4, 
360, nor that of August 28th of the same year 
was visible in the countries mentioned. Dur- 
ing Alric’s siege of rome, 409 and 410 A. D., 
there were several days ‘‘as dark as the nights 
which preceded and followed them.”’ In 536, 
567 and 626 we find mention of long periods of 
diminished sunlight. According to Sclmur- 
rer, ‘‘the sun darkened in an alarmivg manner 
on August 19, 753, without there being the 
least possibility of an eclipse being the 
cause.’’ 

The Portuguese historians record several 
months of diminished sunlight in the year 934, 
which terminated by an apparent opening in 
the sky ‘‘from which loud sounds issued, the 
noise sounding not unlike two giants quarrel- 
ing.’? In 1091, on September 29:h (not 21st as 
given in some translations of Humboidt’s 
**Cosmos’’), the sun turned suddenly black and 
remained so for three hours. For days after 
the blackness had disappeared the sun gave 
out a peculiar greenish light, which occasioned 
great alarm. 

Schnurrer next mentions a dark day in June, 
1191, but astronomers attribute it to the total 
eclipse which was visible in the greater part 
of Europe on June 21st of the year mentioned. 
Several dark days are recorded as having oc- 
curred in February, 1106, the darkest being the 
4th, 5th, and 12th. Onthe 5th a bright star 
was seen shining ‘‘only a foot and a half from 
the blackened remains of the sun.’’ 

“On the last day of February, 1206,” says 
Cortevza, a Spanish writer, “the sun appeared 
to suddenly go out, causing a darkness all over 
this country for about six hours.’’ The super- 
stitious writers of the time aitmbuted the 
great darkness of 1241 to God’s displeasure 
over the result of the battle of Leignitz, the 
sun being so obscured as to make it necessary 
to keep lamps burning until after the ninth 
hour. 

Professor Schlaparelli, who has been years 
collecting data concerning that uncanny event, 
is now inclined to refer the cause to the total 
eclipse of October 6, 1241. Kepler tells us, his 
authority being Gemma, that there was a sun- 
darkening in 1547 which lasted for three days, 
April 22-25, which ‘finally ended by the sun 
‘appearing to be suffused with blood to that de- 
gree that stars were visib!e at noonday.”’ 

America has experienced several dark days 
during her short historical life, the most mem- 
orable being that of May 19, 1780, when the 
darkness was so great that all the people of 
New England, with the exception of a sturdy 
few, were terrified almost to the verge of dis- 
traction.

A general interest has 
been awakened to hear Miss Juch as Santuzza in 
Mascagni’s ‘Cavalleria Rusticana.” Of a recent 
performance of this celebrated composition, in 
Charleston, The News and Courier, of that city, 
says: “The opera opens with a short prelude, 
which is breken into by a serenade behind the 
curtain, with harp accompaniment. This is the 
first of the series of surprises. The soloisa sim- 
ple musical theme which appeals to every ear.
